for

article might be required. 


Recently, however, the manufacturers have 
discovered thnt this paper is used ?or mak- 
ing cigars which are subsequently 
exported 


from Cuba to all pnrta of the world 
as 


genuine Havana tobacco. 
Its conversion 


into imitation leaf is effected us follown : — 
It is thoroughly Kop.ked in a solution com- 
posed of tobacco refuse boiled iti water, 
then dried and pressed between two stamps, 
which impart to it the appearance of tho 
finest leaf so exactly as to defy detection ou 
the part of tho most experienced tobacco 
sorters. Of these paper leaves are fabri- 
cated tho spurious cigars above alluded to, 
the total cost of their production being 
Infinitesimal in comparison to the prices at 
which they are disposed of wholesale to 
American uud European importers of tbo 
fragrant 
weed. 
A slight 
difference 
in 


weight between tbo geunine nud spurious 
eignr of identical brand and size affords the 
only certain means of detecting this frnud 
BO absolutely alike in all external features 
are the weeds really made of tobacco aud 
counterfeit presentments in straw paper.—

But the planetary interest of the 
luoutb culminates nround this giant orb, the 
great twenty-yenr conjunction of Jupiter 
and Saturn iu tbe eigu Taurus occurring 
about hnlf-past 7 o'clock on tbo morning of 
tbe 22d, when Jupiter passes nearly one de- 
groo and n third north of Saturn. 
It is 


called tho twenty year conjunction, because 
that time will pass before the phenomenon 
is repeated, nnd centuries will roll on bifore 
the planets will pass so near each other iu 
the sign Tarsus. The present coujuuction 
is made still more noteworthy siuco Jupiter, 
two hours after the conjunction with Saturn 
comes into conjunction with the sun, Sat- 
urn having passed his conjunction with the 
Gun just twelve boufts previous.

important events therefore occur within the

times for studying planetary movements, 
for phenomena nre occurring that will not 
be repeated for centuries lo come. A student 
of the stars at this period of unusual activit}-, 
can hardly help feeling that the positions of 
these brother and sister orbs may indirectly 
influence the planet ou which we dwell, iu a 
different way, however, from thai marked 
out iu Ibo dim vision of nucient astrologers. 
Unfortunately this iriple array of conjunc- 
tions will bs invisible to terrestrial observers 
the planets being too near the BHU to be 
BOeti. 


Tho theory of planetary action ap power- 


ful force in tho production of sun spots is 
more (strengthened thnu weakened by care- 
ful observation during the last mouth.
